3. Compel the Communist 
groups to Inbel material sent 
through the mails as propaganda 
and require an uunouncement

St penalties. are provided .in 
the mensure—a $2,000 to $5,000 
fine and two years in goal. 

The Mundt Bill defines Com- 
munism as_a conspiracy to. over- 
throw the Government and set up 
a dictatorship in this country, On 
that basis it would outlaw such 
consplracics, 

Violation of this section would 
invoke maximum. perialtics of 10 
yenrs in gaol and # $10,000 fine.

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‘BRITAIN‘S. EXPORTS 


Economic problems have 
‘lately been overshadowed by 
the British’ General Election 
anq the stalemate that follow- 
ed. But they remain in the 
forefront of all national pro- 
blems. Britain’s exports for 
-the month of January (26 
working days) was £176 
jons, 2 figur hich out- 
strips any other recorded. 
represented a big improve- 
ment.on the monthly aver- 
age for the year 1949, which 
worked out at £149 million. 

One conclusion drawn from 
these figures by the economic 
expert Mr. John Kingsley is 
that since devaluation in Sep- 
tember, United Kingdom ex- 
porters have--continued to 


make rapid and sustained, 


headway: in most foreign 
markets, Another conclusion 
is that Britain is now shipping 
abroad, in terms of value, at 
least as large an’ amount of 
goods as‘it is buying overseas. 
Imports ‘for January’ were 
valued at a little over: £201 
millions, against exports and 
re-exports totalling some 
£182 millions. But as im- 
ports are quoted at’ the land- 
ed cost, which includes freight 


and insurance for the journey } 


to Britain, one can deduct a 
sum equal to about 12% per 
cent -of the total value, ‘to 
make them more comparable 
with exports. It this is done, 
the import figure becomes 
£176 millions, and the export 
surplus for the month £6 mil- 
lions. ; 

At the beginning of 1950 
British exporters had achiev- 
ed another significant goal. It 
is ‘provisionally estimated 
that the volume of exports for 
January was one-sixth above 
the monthly average volume 
for 1949.. As the volume for 
-1949-worked- out-at-about-50 
per cent above the level of 
exports in the pre-war year 
of 1938, this means that the 


volume of exports in January |- 


was about 75 per cent above 
the level of the last pre-war 
year, ' 

When the Anglo-American 
Loan Agreement was signed 
at the end of 1945, an increase 
in the volume of exports of 
50 per. cent above pre- 
war level. was considered 
the amount necessary: to 
enable the country to 
afford imports at pre-war 
level. In January, with ex- 
ports three-quarters above the 
pre-war level, imports were 
still running. probably some 
10-per cent in volume below 
the level of 1938; over. the
